How Not lo Dress. 

Salvation soldiers should avoid 
everything Iu their dress, or the doing 
of their hair, or anything elee, (bat 
looks like vanity, anil which would 
make the Impression that they want 
people to admire them. This hi of llie 
world, aud, therefore, of the devil, 
and will destroy. If piacl iced, anf 
good influence which wight othenrte 
proceed from their exhortations or 
prayers, or any other efforts. 

How to Dress, 

At the same time they should en- 
deavor to carry themselves and make 
-ecu an appearance as will bring cred- 
it on the Army ; they should lie clean, 
orderly and neat. As far as their em- 
ployment will allow, they should nave 
clean hands, face, teeth, ami clothing. 
No one will think any better of the 
Army, or of the salvation tliej re- 
present through their being unneces- 
sarily dirty or slovenly in appearance. 

General Deportment. 

This also applies to their walk. The; 
should endeavor to carry themselves as 
upright and as soldier-like as irosglWe, 
1 hey must avoid anything nf a lark- 
lug, giggling, boisterous character In 
the rank", meetings, or anywhere 
else. To he seen laughing and JosUns 
has a very bad Influence any where, 
or at any time, but especially will it 
be so in a service, indoors " or out. 
They should avoid all uiiueeessarj 
bilking, especially on the plalform, or 
during the progress of a service. TheF 
should not whisper, or pass notes, or 
look ulwui while n meeting is Iu pro- 
gress. Their work Is a very serious 
one, and they should be serious lo 
llie discharge "of It. 

Wdy We March. 

Processioning has held a very Im- 
portant jiosition In the Army from the 
very cotuineuoeinenl. To turn out Into 
l lie streets with a uniform on. or sign 
of Saivationlsm, and to fellow the 
'big in the presence of the ungodly, la 
in Itself a proclamation of salvation, 
and a public assertion of the claims ol 
Jehovah to the love and service of Um 
people. 

Advantages or Uniform on the Street. 

The larger the initnlter of snliliCrS 
who march, the more generally they 
are dressed iu uniform, aud the more 
orderly and soldier-like their inarch- 
ing, the more useful such procession 
is likely to lie. Every soldier, there- 
fore, enu iu this respect help to make 
the every -day marches of the Army 
more powerful for good and mora 
Imuoring to God.

Out- 
side the village lay a gauut skeleton, 
mutely witnessing to the fnct that 
here some poor, faithful buffalo (once 
the helper and half-supporter of some 
poor fnmily, bj' its daily yield of rich 
milk) had fallen prostrate, and in the 
agonies of starvation, had expired. 

The hide and (lesh had been lorn 
from Its hones, but near It still linger- 
ed, seeking some remnants of that 
horrid feast, a small completely-naked 
child of I'onr or live years, and half- 
a-dozen pariah dogs ; they fought for 
the fragments. 

Pled in Her Arms. 

In the Pancb Mahals, where the peo- 
ple are a simple, aborlgiual race, call- 
ed ihe Bhecls, the distress continues 
very great. A dear European ollicer. 
liiislgii Nithya Bal, who bus only been 
iu India about nine months, is labor- 
lug there heroically Willi Major Nursi 
Gopal and others. She is not able hi 
speak without tears of whnt she daily 
wltuesses. At first, the sight or poor, 
dead bodies by the wayside was very 
.shocking lo her, but now, alas ! It is 
a common sight. She never goes into 
her villages without the speclacle ol" 
smile poor creatures who have droppe.i 
down in death. 

A short time since she came across 
a whole family by the roadside. The 
fn 1 her dead, a little dead child near, 
ami still alive, the poor mother with a 
little dead Infant iu her arms. Tit"

"In one part of the eninp 1 saw 
],;!(J(J little children all crowded to- 
gether, Although the government 
gives (hem 11 little food during . Ihe 
day wiillc lliclr parents are ut work 
yet there are many poor little skele- 
tons among them, nnd we could see 
that many of them could never live 
to Hie end of the famine. In fnct, 
some of them looked more like moil 
keys thnu children. I should think 
(hat the majority of thein wore with 
out u scrap of clothing, and the cover- 
ings ot" those who had anything on nt 
nil was simply composed of duly, 
soiled rags. Some of the overseers 
pleaded with us to give the children 
some clothing, as It was very cold nt 
night, hut as none of us had nuy mon- 
ey at our disposal, we were sorry to 
have io refuse them. Most of Ihe 
poor men, women, and children whom 
We saw lay 011 I lie bare ground, aud 
a few on units which were spread iu 
different parts of the sheds,"

lu Uouirl, nn old Army corps, Is a 
poor widow. She and her little family 
had been without food for mauy 
dnys, when the eldest boy, ntmul 
eleven, suld : 

"Mother, we must have something to 
cat to-day. I will go and try and cut 
some leaves." 

In consequence of the lack of fodder, 
farmers try to keep their buffaloes 
alive on the leaves of trooH. The poor, 
bruve little boy hud thought that If 
he could get a, bundle of these he 
might earn two or three pice. Bui, 
alas ! In every direction the trees 
were already stripped, nnd the only 
few which remnlllcil were at the end 
of high branches, In n most dangerous 
and inaccessible position. 

Nevertheless, ho must try. So, with 
his long knife tied to n stick, he climb- 
ed a high tree, but, being dlazy from 
want of food, he fell and broke his 
skull.

Wen' 
ever claims made upon you so mo- 
mentous, so touching, so overwhelm- 
ing v These poor creatures have lo 
endure 11 forced Self-Denial, 

' Whatever Self-Denial you make, how- 
e>er, should, and doubtless will be, spon- 
taneous, but in the light of these awful 
facts, what shall it be, and to what 
extent? 

Suffering ;ind sell-denial formed a 
very important part in Christ's hu- 
man life, lie cheerfully, miy, gladly, 
endured the former and gloried in the 
latter, and speaking hi the sense of 
suffering jnul scll'-dcuiul, "The servant 
cannot Ihj greater than his Lord."

The police estimated thai al 
least 7,000 persons were gathered to 
gelher. and, alas ! we had only funds 
siitnVlcut lo give 200 of them a little 
each. 

Again, a District Officer reports 
tliut 11 poor woman with two children 
came lo him for relief, lie gave her 
food, but almost Immediately she ex- 
pired, and the two little children were 
left on his hands, he not knowing who 
Ihe woninn was, or whence she cniiie.

Its sorrow-making course In New 
South Wales, whore, on Mny 1st, no 
less than 1811 cases were reported, of 
whom 110 fewer than 58 had died.

The slory of the Ottnwa lire, as told 
ny jus. unsigu l'ayne on another 
page, mnst appeal to every sympathe- 
tic henrt.

In cold figures, 
Ihe actual loss of our Hescue Home, 
with nearly everything It contained, 
amounted to about one thousand dol- 
lars. When it is remembered that the 
tasteful nnd convenient fittings and 
turulture have almost wholly 
perished, and that scarcely anything 
of Hie personal effects of nearly 
•twenty people were saved, we can es- 
timate something of the calamltv us 
it affects this branch of our work u- 
lone.

(led by the hnppy songs of inntiv ron- 
eued ones, who llud It n veritable 
gate of heaven.
